Racing and the Remount 

HERE are a few—a very few American 

Thoroughbred breeders who have _ looked 
with some alarm on the widespread use of the 
Thoroughbred stallion by the Remount Service 
of the United States Army. They have imagined 
that the dissemination of Remount stallions 
throughout the country has to some extent cut 
off a market which the private breeder might 
otherwise have enjoyed, and that the racing of 
Thoroughbreds by Remount horses constitutes an 
unwarranted competition for privately (or rather, 
commercially) bred animals. In an editorial of 
November 16 last, we made a passing reference 
to this fear and commented: “There are no fig- 
ures available to be applied to this argument, 
but we feel confident that such a disadvantage, 
provided it exists at all, is negligible when 
viewed against the background of the great good 
which is being accomplished by the Remount 
Service.” 


At the time the above quoted sentence was 
published, we saw no prospect of being able to 
present any statistics bearing on the case. But 
one of our readers, long interested in the Re- 
mount, went to work on the problem, and re- 
cently turned over to us the figures he was able 
to assemble. The following table was prepared 
on the basis of the fourth supplement to Volume 
XV of the American Stud Book, embracing foals 
of 1933:

The figures submitted indicate that the com- 
petition from Thoroughbreds sired by Remount 
stallions is too small to be considered. While 2.8 
per cent of the registered foals of 1933 were the 
get of Remount stallions, it is not reasonable to 
assume that anything like all the horses in this 
category actually reached the race track. The 
greater part of such foals were raised for polo 
and hunting markets. Practically none of them 
were raised by breeders whose primary interest 
is in raising horses for racing. Many of them 
were raised on the range. They were tested, 
perhaps, in a Sunday afternoon brush ‘from the 
eld bridge down to the red gate” for five dollars 
a side. And even among those which have shown 
a bit of speed, there are few indeed to stand all 
the ordeals which must be faced before they 
reach the starting post on a recognized track. 
Furthermore, since government stallions are not 
assigned to persons whose main objective is the 
production of race horses, when it develops that 
such stallions are being bred to a good per cent 
of registered mares for racing purposes, the stal- 
lion is removed. There is no intention of offering 
competition by government-owned stallions to 
privately owned ones, and when such competition 
is discovered, the government stallion is removed 
from the community. ‘ 

It seems like squandering space, however, to 
attempt to keep peace between the Remount 
Service and the Thoroughbred breeder. They 
have been friends since August Belmont led the 
movement to establish a national breeding bureau 
a quarter-century ago. The tie which binds them 
is the excellence of the Thoroughbred horse as 
a means of improving the country’s common 
stock. We know of nothing whatever which ar- 
gues in behalf of a severance of the present 
friendiy relationship and cooperation between 
the Thoroughbred breeder and the Army’s Re- 


mount Service.

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A STUD FARM DIARY 
By NOTHING VENTURE 


EBRUARY 27. A bright, warm day, with 

signs everywhere that the lethargy of winter 
is being thrown off. Today we had a couple of 
men going around on a wagon with planks, 
posts, nails, and all the incidentals needed. They 
had instructions to inspect fences closely, to re- 
pair all the boards loose, split, or lost, and to 
replace any posts which apparently need it. This 
has to be done from time to time and it is a good 
thing to get it done when there is nothing much 
else on hand. After breeding a mare this morn- 
ing, I got a sample of the semen from the horse 
for examination under the microscope and was 
pleased to find it full of vigorous cells, or sper- 
matozoa. We make a practice of examining the 
stallion’s semen at regular intervals throughout 
the season, usually about twice a week. 


FEBRUARY 28. <A freeze came last night and 
one can again get about without rubber boots. 
The horses did not cut deep into the turf of their 
paddocks, as the surface was hard again. It is 
always a moot question with me in the spring, 
do we do more harm to the fields by turning the 
horses out, or to the mares and yearlings by 
keeping them up? Personally, I like to save the 
fields all that is possible, but believe the animals 
must get out, so out they go, and I suppose in 
a couple of months the fields will have recovered. 
This is the time of the year, by the way, to send 
the chain harrows over the pastures, whenever 
the footing is firm, so that the droppings may be 
scattered, that is, if they are not picked up, as 
is being done more and more on the big farms. 


FEBRUARY 29. Another pleasant day, with 
everything out. The five overdue mares have a 
paddock to themselves today, hard by the barns, 
for, although none of them appears to be ready 
for foaling as yet, it does not take some of them 
long when they make up their minds. At the 
training stable I watched the 2-year-olds getting 
their long gallops, part of which were made at 
good speed. It will be a long time yet before 
they go on the track, for measurement shows 
that but six inches on the top of the ground is 
thawed out yet, and in many places there were 
thirty inches of frost. 


MARCH 1. Frost again last night, but a pleas- 
ant sunny day saw everything in the fields all 
day except the mare and foal which had a short 
run in the sun this afternoon, much to the en- 
joyment of several visitors whom the pleasant 
day had brought out. 


MARCH 2. Up at 1:30 a.m. to welcome an- 
other filly to our stud, her advent being accom- 
plished without incident. Called to the Upper 
Farm this afternoon, where a yearling filly had 
picked up a nail in some manner. First aid meas- 
ures were immediately taken. The nail was 
pulled out—it had gone into the point of the frog 

and the hole was opened up with a small sharp 
knife and filled with crystals of resublimed io- 
dine, on which was poured spirits of turpentine 
which set fire to the crystals, thus completely 
cauterizing the wound. The foot was then poul- 
ticed with a flaxseed poultice, very hot, and well 
covered up with sacking and a bandage, and the 
filly received a half-sized prophylactic dose of 
tetanus antitoxin. She will be kept under close 
observation but after such measures, quickly ap- 
plied, there is not likely to be any further trouble.

The dam, a husky young mare having her second 
foal, showed no desire whatever to lie down at 
all, nor has she done so as yet and the foal is 
nine hours old. The mare simply stood in one 
spot and with quick, straining jerks proceeded 
with the parturition. We left her alone until the 
foal’s head was out and it was apparent that 
she had no intention of lying down. We helped 
her along then, and as the foal came out we had 
a pile of deep straw behind the dam to break 
the little one’s fall. As she came out to the hips 
the night watchman held the foal in his arms 
and we gradually let her down, dusting the navel 
well as soon as the foal was on the straw. The 
mare cleansed in an hour or so and otherwise 
the operation was without incident. Why she ob- 
jected to following the usual procedure of lying 
down is beyond me for she had been in the habit 
of lying down regularly at night, and she was 
not at all disturbed by anything we did. 

MARCH 4. We have been blanketed with a 
thick fog most of today but this evening it 
cleared away nicely and the mares, which had 
been shapeless forms in the fog resumed their 
normal shapes. None of those close to foaling 
went out until it did clear, as it is too easy for 
them to slip out of sight and one can never de- 
pend too closely on what they will do. The filly 
whose foot picked up the nail is sound and well 
again. The hole will be kept picked out and 
plugged with oakum and tar, a small quantity 
being packed into it daily.

ATEST inspired move in the Lincolnshire 

Handicap market is for Law Court, a 4-year- 
old gelding by Tolgus out of By-Law, by Son-in- 
Law. Trained by shrewd Walter Nightingall at 
Epsom, Law Court is set to shoulder 9 stone in 
the Carholme race, and he has the best of “book” 
credentials. We must assume, in view of the 
money that has been invested on him during the 
past week, that the gelding has pleased his train- 
er in his preparation to date. He was kept on 
the move on the Bognor sands during the frosty 
spell, and we know that he is the type to come 
early to hand, as witness his six-length win in 
the Spring Maiden Plate (27 runners) over the 
Newbury mile on April 6 last. 

The Royal Hunt Cup winner, Priok, is another 
genuinely backed Lincolnshire Handicap candi- 
date and a further useful commission circulated 
last week supports reports from Newmarket 
that Whitaker’s charge is one of the most for- 
ward of the candidates trained there. Steve Don- 
oghue rides and I hear that he has been advis- 
ing several of his friends on the continent to 
have a financial interest in the French-bred son of 
Asterus. 

Though a keen coursing enthusiast, Jack Jarvis 
couldn’t find the time to journey north for the 
postponed Waterloo Cup. He has to discover 
which is his best of Sea Bequest, Rosecrag and 
Theio. The forte of Theio is speed rather than 
stamina. I would not entertain this erratic per- 
former at any price. For a three lengths defeat 
in the Wokingham Stakes, Tom Bowling, who 
has been kept actively employed on the sands 
at Bognor, can claim a pull of 17 pounds with 
Theio. 

Sea Bequest was third in the Two Thousand 
Guineas, but he has been a difficult animal to 
train, and I am of the opinion that Rosecrag 
will be the selected of the Park Lodge Stable to 
endeavor to emulate the feat of *Flamenco 12 
months ago. The weight, seven stone, nine 
pounds, is ideal for E. Smith and if Rosecrag 
isn’t proven a good game miler this season I 
shall be sadly wrong in my reckoning.

N the Cambridgeshire running there isn’t 

much to choose between Man’s Pal (2nd), 
Law Court (5th) and Boethius (7th). Some good 
judges predict that The Blue Boy (for once rea- 
sonably well weighted) and Lordling (provided 
he can be ridden the right way and waited with) 
will reverse the Newmarket placings. 

One of the improving sort, Yorkshireman on 
everything accomplished last season is better 
than Greek Abbot of Matt Peacock’s pair and if 
Elsey is to saddle the winner it will have to be 
Coldron rather than the doubtful staying Silver 
Bow. On the “book,” however, Coldron is badly 
placed with Adriatic, who smothered him at 
Manchester and may have been let in too lightly. 

Screamer is out of Cheshire Cat, a family I 
dislike, and I expect Emborough to prove best 
of Hoggs’ establishment. His Liverpool Cup vic- 
tory at the back-end of last year is an additional 
recommendation, more so when it is pointed out 
that Rosecrag and Adriatic figured amongst the 
beaten division.

Mistral III, a good 
looker, is worth bearing in mind if the market 
suggests business is meant. 


Grand National 


T is strange, on the face of things, that where- 

as layers are offering 100 to 8 the field on the 
flat mile handicap at Lincoln, there are two 
horses at shorter odds for the Grand National, 
with its four and a half miles of desperate 
hazards. Golden Miller is a “tight” six to one 
chance, and Reynoldstown stands at tens. Castle 
Irwell is third favorite at 100 to 7, Delaneige 
and Belted Hero at 18 to 1, and J. H. Whitney’s 
candidates Royal Ransom and Double Crossed 
at 20 to 1 and 22 to 1 respectively. I continue to 
have the very best of reports of Golden Miller. 
The champion is lustier than ever and accomp- 
lishes everything asked of him with the greatest 
zest. Just reasonable luck in running, and with 
Wilson staying on, “the Miller’ is past the post. 

The Jockey Club Stewards have made a sym- 
pathetic gesture which everyone associated with 
‘chasing will much appreciate. They have 
granted permission for executives to run a race 
over hurdles or fences at any flat race meeting 
up to and including May 9. I imagine that most 
tracks will co-operate in this endeavor to allevi- 
ate the hardship that has been inflicted on Na- 
tional Hunt owners, trainers and jockeys owing 
to the abnormal number of cancelled programs 
because of wintry weather. I am wondering if 
the Jockey Club Stewards themselves will assist 
to the extent of staging a few hurdle races at 
their Craven and First Spring meetings at New- 
market? In the long ago, there used to be jump 
meetings at Turf headquarters, but the old Links 
course is now used only for schooling fencers. 
It would be practicable, however, to run hurdles 
events on the Rowley Mile Course. There are 
steeplechase courses on nearly all our race- 
courses, and most of those which have no fences, 
such as Doncaster, Epsom, etc., could readily 
arrange races over the minor obstacles. I think 
I should excuse Chester and Alexandra Park 
from co-operating—at all events I should not 
care about riding over obstacles on the cramped 
“soup plate” or “frying pan” tracks as they are 
respectively styled. 

Another note of interest is that the stewards 
of the National Hunt Committee have obtained 
a grant of £3,000 from the Racecourse Betting 
Control Board for the assistance this year of 
the National Hunt Accident fund. The stewards 
give notice that, as from February 20, benefit 
will be paid during the current year at the rate 
of £10 10s per week, and the maximum period 
of benefit for temporary disablement will be in- 
creased to 36 weeks. 

We have struck a milder spell of weather, and 
*chasing was practicable at Windsor and Kemp- 
ton Park this week. We had exceptionally big 
fields, but the “crackerjacks” were not on view. 
Lord Rosebery’s Grand National candidate, Keen 
Blade, won a four miles ’chase at Windsor from 
Comedian, with other Aintree aspirants in 
Broadwas, Uncle Batt and The Boy in Blue un- 
placed. The form does not amount to much. 
Golden Miller, Reynoldstown, Castle Irwell and 
Jock Whitney’s runners would have to be “on 
the floor’ before Keen Blade appeared on the 
scene with a winning chance at Liverpool.

ODDS AND ENDS - 


Blue and Brown 


LD ROSEBUD was asked the other day what 

are the most famous colors on the American 
Turf. The answer is the Whitney Eton blue, 
brown cap, banner of the string which 11 times 
since 1913 has led all rivals as to earnings. Cu- 
riously the late W. C. Whitney, grandfather of 
C. V., was enabled to purchase these silks in Eng- 
land about 1897 for $500 from the Hon. George 
Lambton because the latter couldn’t seem to win 
with them! They have been carried to victory in 
two Kentucky Derbys and in 1901 were success- 
ful in the English Derby, won by Volodyovski, 
leased from Lady Meux by W. C. Whitney. Upon 
the death of that sportsman, Lambton again reg- 
istered his colors as Eton blue, brown cap. Ac- 
cording to friend Neil Newman, it was necessary 
for Jack Joyner to change the Whitney colors 
when he took Whisk Broom II and others abroad 
for H. P. Whitney. They were last registered in 
England as Eton blue, brown sleeves and cap. 


Best and Fastest 


INUS (PONY) McATEE, smooth as silk in 

the tight finishes when in his prime as a 
jockey, has returned to New York from Miami, 
where he witnessed several weeks of Thorough- 
bred competition. Mac likes to recall some of 
the races in which he rode—and like every rider, 
there are some he doesn’t. He considers Twenty 
Grand the best horse he ever straddled, Cleopatra 
the best mare. As to the fastest performer he 
rode, he’s undecided. “Maybe it was *Polymelian 
and maybe it was Jack High,” he said. “Hard 
to compare horses that far back, even when you 
rode them.” *Polymelian carried 140 pounds and 
set a track mark of 1:10% at Saratoga which 
still stands. And McAtee rode Jack High when 
that horse established the former mile record of 
1:35 in winning the 1930 Metropolitan.

The Mechanical Eye 


LTHOUGH no decision has been announced’ 


as to whether New York tracks will adopt 
the electric eye for the season opening at 
Jamaica April 15, it is generally believed that 
the mechanism advocated by the racing commis- 
sion will be installed. Despite the knocks against 
the camera, Maryland’s mile tracks all have re- 
ceived the permission of the Turf solons to adopt 
it. The human eye is not always accurate, the 
camera is. The surprising number of dead heats 
called by the machine undoubtedly swayed Mary- 
land track heads—and will sway others—in its 
favor. Folks at tracks not using the finish 
camera are going to be more indignant than ever 
when a favorite is placed second in a close one. 


The Mental Attitude 


EMPERAMENT in Thoroughbreds is manifest 

in many ways. For instance, there are the 
cases of Discovery and Mad Hatter, two of the 
ablest scions of the headstrong Hastings male 
line. Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s handicap 
champion more than once has shown a disposi- 
tion to refuse to extend himself when he gets hit 
early in a race. (Little Tommy Meade, who made 
a special trip from Narragansett Park to Rock- 
ingham Park to bet the roll, $2,000 third on him,

can attest to this.) A short time back, Earl 
Sande told this department: “The only way you 
could get Mad Hatter to crack right down was to 
make him mad. I used to get him hit once or 
twice leaving the gate purposely to make him 
angry, so he’d run. He’d lay back his ears and 
make his own holes in the field when he was mad. 
Sometimes I’d kid him. I’d haul at the reins when 
he went to sulking. He’d get the idea he was 
running away with me and run like blazes.” 
High Glee, which Jack Healey has handled so 
skilfully, is one of the most temperamental in 
action today. She threw Alfred Robertson at 
exercise one morning and that boy never was 
able to get the best from her afterward, for she 
wouldn’t try for him. She considered herself, not 
Robertson, the master, when he was in the coop. 


Brevity’s Dam 


RMONDA has been a splendid producer for 

Joseph E. Widener. The Superman mare 
first gave him Osmond, champion sprinter of his 
day, which amassed a total of $157,975. Now, 
she has another son heading the Elmendorf sta- 
ble in the smooth-running Brevity, a colt many 
good judges believe is destined to prove the 1936 
83-year-old champion. Her latest foal of racing 
age is a colt called Royal Straight, by Jack 
High. Ormonda, one imagines, is one of those 
rare mares which would throw a winner if she 
were bred to a jack. The chestnut matron was 
a good stakes winner herself. Jack Fitz Gerald 
(Beau Belmont) declares he never saw a gamer 
mare. There would be no trick to bloodstock 
breeding if they all passed on that quality so 
consistently and in such abundance.

Competition 


ANTA Anita Handicap Day brought a tote 

handle exceeding $1,200,000, boosting the av- 
erage for the first 52 of the 58 days to $403,843. 
The same afternoon, Washington’s Birthday, 
Hialeah Park handled a total of $494,745, bring- 
ing its daily average to $295,500. The Miami 
course, however, encountered unprecedented 
rainy weather and was competing with three dog 
tracks. The dogs, it appears, will injure the 
Thoroughbred sport anywhere they _ conflict. 
Joseph E. Widener, ever optimistic, is taking the 
aggressive in announcing an endowment of $40,- 
000 for the Widener Challenge Cup next winter. 
Such a purse should enable the Miami Jockey 
Club to meet opposition from Santa Anita and 
the greyhounds better.

He is 
very much pleased with him and expects to give 
him a good chance this spring.” 
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TEXAS 


EPSOM DOWNS 


ECOND Saturday of the current Epsom 

Downs meeting was favored by excellent 
spring weather, resulting in a crowd estimated 
at 12,000 at the Houston course. Wagering was 
said to be nearly the best for the last two years, 
and the Epsom Downs course, like other Texas 
tracks, appears likely to stand or fall with 
weather conditions. Betting at Texas tracks, 
and probably attendance as well, will vary as 
much as 200 per cent with varying weather, 
and while this is more or less true at all racing 
plants, no others seem hurt so severely by un- 
favorable conditions as those in Texas. 

Epsom Downs is offering a modest stakes pro- 
gram, with $1,500 added to the events. The sec- 
ond stakes of the meeting, the Ben Milam Handi- 
cap, went somewhat unexpectedly to Croon, 
owned by W. C. Stroube, young Corsicana sports- 
man. All other events on the eight-race card 
were claiming affairs, with claiming prices rang- 
ing from $1,000 to $1,250. The Texas track is 
apparently well supplied with horses, and the 
long program was well filled. Only three favor- 
ites were successful, but there were no startling 
upsets. 

Though opening day is still two weeks away, 
considerable activity is reported at Arlington 
Downs, where a 27-day meeting will conclude 
the major Texas spring season. Efforts are be- 
ing made to bring Top Row and Time Supply to- 
gether in one of the handicap events, and officials 
have informed the owners that they will add 
$10,000 to any event for which the two handicap 
performers are entered. 


RULINGS 

For a listless ride, and for riding contrary to 
orders, F. A. Smith was suspended on March 5 
for the rest of the Epsom Downs meeting (16 
days). L. Lake was suspended for the rest of 
the meeting (18 days) for an unsatisfactory ride 
on March 3, and on’ the same day F. A. Smith 
was fined $25 for foul riding. Charles Hanauer 
got 10 days for foul riding on March 5. Stewards 
ruled on March 3, according to newspaper reports, 
that spurs would be permitted for the rest of the 
meeting; bulletin of the National Association 
said, ‘use of spurs prohibited.” 
FOUR STRAIGHT FOR CROON 

Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Sound Advice (118) was 
made the favorite for the Ben Milam Handicap 
($1,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 5% furlongs) 
at Epsom Downs March 7, but the Wise Coun- 
sellor colt, running well at the finish, could not 
get to W. C. Stroube’s Croon (108), third choice 
of the race, and the Stimulus mare finished 
slightly more than a length in advance of the 
favorite. At the start, A. G. Tarn’s Epernay 
(112) dashed to the front, and had opened up 
a clear lead after a quarter. Jockey M. Calvert, 
finding Croon somewhat outpaced, saved his 
mount until the stretch was reached. As Eper- 
nay faltered, Croon went to the front, and though 
she was ridden out, had no great difficuty in 
withstanding the belated challenge of Sound 
Advice. Epernay, though tiring, held on to 
third place, finisned two lengths behind Sound 
Advice, a head in front of the other Creech 
entry, Reaping (3-y-0, 102), which had held on 
well throughout. The others were Fickle Chance 
(112), The Darb (10812), Inscona (3-y-o, 101), 


Wise Player (110), Marv (113), and Smuggled In 
(100%). Tme, :23, :464%, :59%, 1:054%, track 
fast. Stakes division, $1,345, $300, $150, $50.

Croon, winner now of four successive starts, 
has been vigorously campaigned through her 
four seasons, starting 89 times. She has won 27 
races, including the Texas Bankers Handicap, 
has finished second 13 times, third 17 times, and 
has earned $19,730. She was a $400 Saratoga 
yearling in 1932, from the A. B. Hancock con- 
signment. Racing in the lower claiming division, 
Croon had many owners, came by private purchase 
to her present owner, during the Epsom Downs 
spring meeting in 1934. Melodia won, and is 
also dam of the winners Martinelli, Melodeon, and 
Court Song. She is sister to the stakes winner 
Turnberry. Melody won Acorn Stakes in Eng- 
land, was also a winner in France and Germany. 
She also produced the winners Caduceus, *Pi- 
broch, *Harmonique, Harmonius, and Lilt, and 
the producer Nadinette (dam of King Nadi). 
Melody was sister to Mediant (stakes winner 
and grandam of five winners), Night Rider II, 
and *Balancoire, dam of Distraction, Blondin, 
*Escarpolette, Swinging (dam of Equipoise), 
Balance, and *See Saw II. 


H. E. WOODWARD KILLED 

Harley E. Woodward, son of E. F. Woodward, 
principal owner of the Valdina Farm Stable, and 
his cousin, E. S. Martin, were killed near Mena, 
Ark., March 5 when their airplane crashed into 
a mountain during a heavy fog. They had left 
Fort Smith, Ark., a short time earlier, en route 
to Houston. 


NEW TOOTH 

At the January meeting of the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners, Herbert 
Bayard Swope, chairman of the New York State 
Racing Commission, was among those who advo- 
cated more teeth in the rules which provide for 
suspension or disbarment of offenders. The Feb- 
ruary issue of the Racing Calendar, organ of The 
Jockey Club, carries formal notice of an “amend- 
ment to the rules of racing as proposed by Mr. 
A. H. Morris. The proposal has one tooth, sus- 
pension of the privilege of attending the races, 
does not specifically provide for keeping offenders 
off the grounds during training hours. The 
amended rule as proposed, with the amendment 
in boldface type: 

48. The Stewards have power to punish at their dis- 
cretion any person subject to their control either by 
suspension of the privilege of attending the races during 
the meeting or by suspension from acting or riding dur- 
ing the meeting, or for a period not exceeding ten days 
after the meeting, or by fine not exceeding two hundred 
dollars, or by both, and if they consider necessary any 
further punishment or additional fine, they shall so 
report to the Stewards of :‘The Jockey Club.

C. V. WHITNEY STABLE

HE C. V. Whitney stable, first on the list of 


leading owners for the four years from 1930: 


to 1933 inclusive, dropped to second place in 
1934, to third place in 1935, with winnings of 
$151,585. The misfortune which constantly beset 
the great Equipoise during earlier years seemed 
perpetuated in Today, injured in the Kentucky 
Derby, and Red Rain, jumped on in the Hope- 
ful Stakes. Last week the editors of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE visited the C. V. Whitney farm, a few 
miles from Lexington, to have a cursory look at 
the 32 which Thomas J. Healey is training there, 
and agreed after the inspection that topping the 
Whitney stable this season might not be what 
it had been in the last two years. Both Today 
and Red Rain are training soundly again, and a 
number of fine prospects appear among the 2- 
year-olds. Roustabout, Trumpery, Forced Land- 
ing, and Piccolo, all stakes winners, all seem 
ready to carry the Eton blue successfully again 
this season. 

The 2-year-olds had been out, and were being 
put away when we arrived. They stood in the 
big indoor court of the training barn and there 
was a good opportunity for close inspection. 
Trainer Healey’s choice is a bay colt by Pennant 
—Blessings, by *Chicle, which has been named 

Flying Cross. He is a half-brother to Two Bob, 
‘ winner of four races last year. This is a very 
smooth, hard-muscled colt, about 15:3, and 
though he has not worked best of the group, his 
trainer believes he is the most promising. Major 
Louie A. Beard, in charge of the three Whitney 
farms here, picked as the best a brown colt, 
named Black Look, by Whichone—Beaming, by 
Whisk Broom II. This half-brother to High Glee 
and Bright Plumage is a very rangy fellow, 
about 16 hands, and Major Beard tempered his 
selection with the reservation that the colt would 
not show much until fall. 

Both Trainer Healey and Major Beard agreed 
on their second choice. This is a big and strong 
half-brother to Triumphant, being by Whichone 
—Thais, by *Sun Briar. Also worth notice was 
a rugged brown gelding, Wheedler, by Mad Hat- 
ter—Coquetry, by *Chicle, and a big brown colt 
by Blondin—Yankee Maid, by Peter Pan. This 
colt, which has been named Gay Charles, has a 
stifle little short of enormous. Wingspread, a 
brother to Top Flight, is on the small side, stand- 
ing about 15.114, but is a well made fellow. Two 
sons of Whichone, one out of Eden, by Whisk 
Broom II, the other out of Beauty Contest, by 
Colin, are light and tall. The former grew up 
very suddenly, will probably grow back to satis- 
factory proportion. 

The juveniles, naturally, faded by comparison 
when the older horses came out. Particularly fine 
looking were Red Rain, Triumphant, and Today. 
Red Rain’s injuries have healed properly, and 
the colt seems thoroughly sound. He is a very 
dark chestnut; in fact after his work, with 
sweat on his glossy coat, he looked like a bright 
bay. He has gained some 150 pounds during the 
winter, and has grown longer, higher, more 
powerful. Today also showed no signs of last 
year’s injury, and took the training track in 
business-like fashion. Seven others, all 3-year- 
olds except Trumpery, including Triumphant and 
Tatterdemalion, came out on the track with Red 
Rain and Today, jogged a preparatory circuit of 
the track, galloped back for Trainer Healey’s

inspection. We tried for a few pictures, two of 
which accompany this story, though this is a 
process which apparently makes the best behaved 
horses restless. Then, with the other horses 
safely out of the way up the chute, Red Rain 
and Today, accompanied by a lead pony, gal- 
loped off down the track, broke from the three- 
eighths pole. With Red Rain on the outside, 
the two worked almost together, going the dis- 
tance in :39, liking the work. Triumphant and 
Tatterdemalion went next, and were caught in 
the same time. Triumphant also on the outside, 
had pulled a trifle away from his stablemate 
at the end, seems considerably the better horse. 
It is likely that he will carry the Whitney silks 
in the Kentucky Derby. He is considerably im- 
proved over last year’s form, when he won three 
overnight races, was third in the East View 
Stakes behind Bien Joli and Parade Girl. He 
was wearing a band over his off front coronet, 
where he had grabbed himself slightly a few days 
before, but the injury was obviously a minor one. 

Forced Landing and Piccolo were the third 
pair to work. The latter had been restive during 
the waiting period, had unseated his boy by 
falling over backwards. Forced Landing, though 
he eats well enough, has refused to grow prop- 
erly, and is far from being well filled out. It was, 
consequently, a surprise to find them turning in 
the fastest work, covering the distance in :38%5. 
Forced Landing has magnificent action, however, 
probably the smoothest of the group, and if he 
develops properly may make an excellent colt. 
He won the San Gabriel Handicap at Santa Anita 
last winter and one overnight race. Trumpery, 
a 5-year-old, worked with the two fillies, Savings 
and Twe Bob. The three covered the second 
eighth in 12 seconds, were waved down to finish 
in :40. Trumpery, which Trainer Healey says 
has to be driven hard to run at all, was lagging 
behind the 3-year-olds. Neither of the fillies 
seemed particularly impressive, though quick 
and alert. 

We were especially interested in the track 
itself, as the severe weather this winter has kept 
most private tracks in this section in bad shape. 
That at the Whitney farm is in splendid condi- 
tion, with a good cushion and plenty of body. 
A good proportion of sand makes it dry out 
rapidly. We were assured that the soil of the 
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strip was rich enough “to grow potatoes or to- 
bacco,” but while the Whitney horses train like 
Red Rain and Today, it will hardly get either. 

In addition to the horses at the farm, 15 were 
sent to Florida, and one, Flavor, was claimed in 
February. High Glee, brilliant daughter of 
*Pharamond II and Beaming, is apparently 
reaching her 1934 form again. Of the juveniles 
in Florida, Tale of Woe, aptly-named daughter 
of Regret, which died in foaling her, has shown 
promise, and is no longer a maiden.

MARYLAND 


FINISHES TO BE PHOTOGRAPHED 

ARYLAND'’S four major tracks reached ten- 

tative agreement March 4 to use some 
method of photographing the finishes of races 
this spring. Representatives from Pimlico, Bowie, 
and Havre de Grace met with the Racing Com- 
mission on that day, and though all objected to 
the very considerable cost of installing and 
maintaining the device, an agreement was 
reached that some form of automatic photog- 
raphy would be used. Officials of Laurel Park, 
which does not have a spring meeting, were said 
to concur in the agreement. 


GRAND SLAM’S PROGRESS 

Announcement from Havre de Grace March 8 
indicated that the first 1936 start of Bomar Sta- 
ble’s Grand Slam, second leading money winner 
of last year’s juveniles, would come in the $10,000 
added Chesapeake Stakes on April 18. The 
severe weather of the past winter has thrown 
all Maryland-trained horses much behind sche- 
dule, with the exception of the Vanderbilt string 
at Sagamore Farm, where a quarter-mile indoor 
track has permitted satisfactory training, and 
of Grand Slam, also training indoors. Grand 
Slam has been going around the enclosed track 
at Major Ral Parr’s farm, near Laurel, and was 
reported to have galloped six furlongs in 1:23, 
and to have handled a mile in 1:55. It was ex- 
pected that he would get his first outdoor work 
on March 5. Trainer R. E. Potts has expressed 
himself as bélieving that the son of Chance Play 
is in fine shape. 


PREAKNESS PREPARATIONS 

Though actual running of the Preakness 
Stakes, which, with the Kentucky Derby, Classic, 
and Belmont Stakes, makes up the principal tests 
for 3-year-olds, is more than two months away, 
Baltimore is already preparing for the event. A 
Preakness Ball is one of the principal events of 
the week leading up to the Pimlico feature, and 
will be held May 14. Baltimore business men, 
laying plans for the week, voted unanimously to 
forbid price-boosting in Baltimore during the 
week.

FLORIDA 


HIALEAH PARK CLOSES 


ITH a charity day on March 9, Hialeah Park 

brought 46 days of winter racing to a close, 
the charity program being something of an anti- 
climax after the program of March 7, when the 
Hialeah Juvenile Championship and the ninth 
Florida Derby were decided. However, efforts to 
make the day a success were not spared. Mayors 
of Hialeah, Coral Gables, Miami, and Miami 
Beach, proclaimed Charity Day in their respec- 
tive cities, a few dozen notables consented to 
be presented to the crowd on a specially con- 
structed stage, and Junior League members went 
briskly to work to handle the sale of tickets. 
State and Federal tax officials waived taxes for 
the day, and a very considerable sum was raised 
for charitable purposes. Rain fell most of the 
afternoon, holding the crowd to about 6,000, but 
officials said that about $30,000 had been realized. 
The feature, an allowance race for 3-year-olds 
was won by W. H. Furst’s The Hare, outsider of 
the four-horse field. 

The Saturday program brought out about 
17,000 persons, who gave the Widener track the 
most profitable day of the meeting. The totaliza- 
tor registered a total play of $520,006 for the 
day, with $130,649 going on the Florida Derby. 
This brought the total for the 45-day regular 
meeting to slightly more than $15,000,000, or a 
daily average of more than $300,000. Racing on 
the final Saturday was of course climaxed by the 
Florida Derby, in which J. E. Widener’s Brevity 
performed as expected, winning effortlessly from 
a good field. The race, which was the ninth 
running of the event, is the last under the name 
of “Derby,” as Mr. Widener has announced that 
the event will be named the Flamingo Stakes in 
1936. It was the third important ‘victory this 
year for Wayne Wright, who had ridden He Did 
to victory in the Santa Anita Derby, and Top 
Row in the $100,000 handicap at Santa Anita. 

Racing in Florida enters its final stage for the 
season at Tropical Park, where a 20-day meeting 
was begun March 10. Most of the stables at 
Hialeah Park, with the exception of the largest 
ones, will race over the Tropical Park course, 
and a successful meeting is expected there. 


RULINGS 


Hialeah Park stewards suspended W. Duffy for 
the rest of the meeting (nine days) for careless 
riding February 27. For careless use of his whip 
in striking another horse on the head, Eddie 
Arcaro was fined $200 on March 5. The Florida 
Racing Commission approved extension of C. 
Landolt’s suspension to 20 racing days, from and 
including March 2, and extended G. Seabo’s 
suspension to 10 racing days, from and including 
March 6. 


BREVITY’S RECORD PERFORMANCE 
Probably the best group of 3-year-olds ever 
to face a starter in winter racing paraded for 
the ninth running of the Florida Derby ($20,000 
added, 3-year-olds, 14% miles) at Hialeah Park 
March 7. Overwhelming favorite, at 1 to 4, was 
J. E. Widener’s Brevity (120), coupled in the 
betting with Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s Dnieper 


(120). The son of Chance Shot or *Sickle had . 


been lightly raced at two, starting only three 
times, winning twice. Two weeks before the 
Florida Derby, he had won easily over the best 
of the field which was to face him in the $20,000 


event, going a mile in 1:36. The only horses 
conceded a chance to upset the Widener colt 
were C. V. Whitney’s Bright Plumage (120) and 
G. H. Bostwick’s *Mont Blanc. The invader, 
however, had failed to cool out satisfactorily after 
a speed test on the previous morning, and was 
withdrawn from the race. . 

Starter George Cassidy had a difficult time 
with the field, with Maemere Farm Stable’s 
Maeriel (120) causing most of the delay. The 
Ariel colt finally broke his bridle, and jockeys on 
the other members of the field were ordered 
down while Maeriel’s equipment was put in order. 
With Maeriel then taken to the outside, the field 
was away in fair alignment, Bright Plumage 
slightly favored by the start. Jockey Wayne 
Wright sent the favorite after him, and as the 
field went into the first turn Brevity was in 
front. ‘Raymond Workman, on Bright Plumage, 
apparently judged the pace too hot, allowed his 
mount to drop back to seventh place. At the end 
of a half-mile, Brevity was galloping to his field, 
four lengths in front of his running mate, 
Dnieper. Jamboree (118) was a fading third, and 
the 47 to 1 chance, W. Adams’ Gallant Gay (118) 
was showing a creditable effort in fourth place. 

The Widener 3-year-old was never forced to 
meet a challenge. Steadily he drew away, was 
eased slightly toward the end, finished five 
lengths in front of Dnieper. Bright Plumage, 
getting through on the inside in the last half- 
mile, came up strongly to finish third, a half- 
length behind Dnieper, a length in front of Gal- 
lant Gay. Songmaker (118), Faust (118), Maeriel 
(120), and Jamboree completed the field. 

When Jockey Wright came back to the win- 
ner’s circle, he found that his mount had cut 
one-fifth of a second from Hialeah Park’s track 
record, had equaled the world’s record which 
Discovery had set in the Brooklyn Handicap at 
Aqueduct last June. Time, :23%, :46%, 1:11%, 
1:3545, 1:48% (new track record, and equals 
world record), track fast. Stakes division, 
$20,050, $3,000, $2,000, $1,000.

Brevity has started five times, won four races, 
finished sixth in the Hopeful Stakes. The Florida 
Derby brought his earnings up to $26,375, 
brought his odds for the Kentucky Derby down 
to 3 to 1, as makers of winter books hastened 
to slash prices. 

He is Mr. Widener’s third successive strong 
bid for the Kentucky Derby. Peace Chance, 
later winner of the Belmont Stakes, was inter- 
fered with at the start of the 1934 event, was 
unplaced behind Cavalcade. Chance Sun, Fu- 
turity winner of 1934, and winter book favorite 
for the 1935 Derby, went wrong a few days be- 
fore the race and did not start. Nearest to 
victory for the Philadelphia sportsman was 
Osmand’s performance in 1927, when the son of 
Sweeper got his head in front in the last six- 
teenth, succumbed to Whiskery’s closing rush. 

Brevity was foaled at Mr. Widener’s Elmendorf 
Farm, near Lexington, on May 9, 1933, out of

also dam of American Queen (winner in three 
seasons), and the 1935 juvenile winner Sambo 
Jones. *Semiramis II won Grange Plate, and 
also produced the winners *Kimpalong and *Sar- 
gon II. *Semiramis II was sister to The Nipper 
(Richmond Stakes, Royal Handicap), Sun Rose 
(Bretby, Soltykoff Stakes, second in One Thou- 
sand Guineas, etc.), Ninus (Hardwicke, Lowther, 
Royal, March, Ascot Biennial Stakes), and Ninon 
(Newmarket Triennial and dam of the stakes 
winner Sofa). Nina won Bretby, Clearwell, New- 
market Homebred Stakes, and beside the above 
produced the winners Adini (Halnaker Stakes 
and producer), and Nixe, also producer. 


MEADE RULED OFF 

As Donald Meade, riding in top form, was pre- 
paring for a busy day on March 4, with seven 
mounts engaged, Hialeah Park stewards sum- 
marily ordered him down, referred his case to 
the Florida Racing Commission. Neither stew- 
ards nor commissioners would discuss the case, 
except to say that it was based on “unsatisfac- 
tory riding and violation of the rules of racing,” 
and that it was of a serious nature. Two stew- 
ards who would not allow their names mentioned, 
indicated that Meade would not ride again. 

On March 9 the Commission met, did not lift 
the veil of secrecy to any extent. At the con- 
clusion of the meeting it was announced that for 
violation of rule 258 of the rules of racing, Jockey 
Donald Meade’s license had been revoked. Since 
the 17 states in the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners. usually recognize 
each other’s rulings, this is tantamount to ruling 
Meade from the Turf. Rule 258 reads: 

No jockey shall bet on any race except through the 
owner of and on the horse which he rides, and any 
jockey who shall be proven to the satisfaction of the 
stewards to have any interest in any race horse or to 
have engaged in any betting transaction, or to have 
received presents from persons other than the owner 
shall have his license revoked. 

With the matter thus left open to speculation, 
several rumors emerged. One was that Meade 
was the director of a jockey “ring’’ which had 
operated at Hialeah Park and elsewhere. Another 
was that Meade was the actual owner of a string 
of horses racing in another name. Racing of- 
ficials confirmed neither rumor, intimated that 
they had been investigating Meade’s record for 
two years. 


DISQUALIFICATION 

The fourth disqualification of the meeting came 
at Hialeah Park March 6, when Conservative, 
owned by Buddy Hirsch, was set back for swerv- 
ing in front of her field in the 2-year-old event 
of the day. Square, a Widener-bred daughter of 
*Sickle, and owned by Mrs. W. H. Cane, was 
placed first.

TANFORAN OPENS 

25-day meeting opened at Tanforan March 

7 (no racing on Mondays), with good 
weather favoring the opening. Liberal shipments 
from Los Angeles has the San Bruno track well 
supplied with horses, and only two of the start- 
ers on opening day had not previously cam- 
paigned at Santa Anita. A good card was offered, 
with three non-claiming events attracting the 
most attention. A. C. T. Stock Farm Stable 
(Major Austin C. Taylor) accounted for two of 
these. The 2-year-old allowance race went to 
the Vancouver sportsman’s Brass Bottle (by 
Genie), a moderately backed fifth choice, and 
the day’s feature, the Inaugural Handicap,, found 
the Taylor horses first and fourth. The other 
supporting attraction was a Class B graded 
handicap, won by H. Field’s Seguro. 

The San Francisco Handicap, with $5,000 
added, will be the feature of the program of 
Saturday, March 14, and the closing attraction 
will be the Marchbank Handicap, with $10,000 
added, and planned to attract Top Row, *Azucar, 
and others. 


TAYLOR ENTRY WINS 


For several years Major Austin C. Taylor, of 
Vancouver, B. C., has been buying eastern bload- 
stock, both from yearling sales in Lexington, and 
by private purchase. For the inaugural Handicap 
($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
at Tanforan March 7, he sent out two of these 
purchases. One was Special Agent (112), for 
which Brookmeade Stable had paid $7,500 at the 
Saratoga yearling sales of 1933, had sold to 
Major Taylor during the recent meeting at Santa 
Anita. The other was Fort Springs (109), pri- 
vately purchased from Hal Price Headley at the 
end of his juvenile season.

Third, a neck behind Manners Man 
and a half-length ahead of Fort Springs, was 
Mrs. W. T. Westrope’s Cloud D’Or (111), which 
had been forced to race on the outside. The

LEADERS AT SANTA ANITA 

Statistics compiled by Daily Racing Form for 
the recent Santa Anita meeting show A. A. 
Baroni leading the owners, with nine winners 
and $116,330, $109,200 of which was contributed 
by Top Row’s victories in the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap and the Christmas Stakes. Second among 
the owners was Mrs. Silas B. Mason, whose He 
Did, second on the list of money-winning horses, 
was winner of the Santa Anita Derby. Mrs. 
Mason’s score was five wins and $29,950. Milky 
Way Farms Stable, Mrs. F. A. Carreaud, and 
Alfred Vanderbilt were next in order. Time Sup- 
ply, winner of the San Vincente and San Antonio 
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Handicaps, and second in the $100,000 race, was 
third in the list of money winners, with $20,475. 

Trainer R. McGarvey, who conditions the Milky 
Way Farms horses, led the trainers with 21 win- 
ners. A. Pelleteri was second with 17. Among 
the riders, Danny Brammer, with 47 winners, and 
Charley Kurtsinger, with 31, were the leaders. 
Brammer also led in percentage, getting 20 per 
cent of his mounts to the winners’ circle. Fa- 
vorites won 155 of the 464 races, for a percentage 
of .33. Seventeen odds-on choices failed; 16 won. 


BRAMMER’S CONTRACT SOLD 

H. C. McConnell, who developed Jockey Danny 
Brammer, has sold the leading apprentice’s con- 
tract to H. C. Hatch, Canadian sportsman, for a 
reported price of $10,000. Brammer will ride at 
Tanforan until March 20, when he will report to 
Mr. Hatch’s trainer, Lloyd Gentry, at Arlington 
Downs. Another report set the price at $7,500. 


TOP ROW AT TANFORAN 

Top Row reached Tanforan March 5, unloaded 
in good shape. Considerably to his surprise he 
found Frank Havenner, acting mayor of San 
Francisco, awaiting him with the key to the city, 
and various notables seeking to drape a floral 
horseshoe over his neck. Top Row had breezed 
a half-mile before shipping, Owner A. A. Baroni 
said, and apparently a bad looking scar is all 
that is left of the injury received in the Santa 
Anita Handicap. On March 7 he went out for 
a slow gallop around the Tanforan track, did 
not favor the cut right hind leg. 


RHODE ISLAND 


NARRAGANSETT PARK GETS CAMERA 

ALTER O’HARA, operator of Narragansett 

Park, signed a contract March 7 with Harry 
I. Day, of the Electrical Research, Inc., of New 
York, for immediate installation of judging and 
timing equipment at Narragansett Park. Elec- 
trician Day installed the Santa Anita placing and 
timing device in 1935, replaced it with an im- 
proved machine this year. The Narragansett 
Park machine represents still further develop- 
ments, costs $350 daily. This machine photo- 
graphs the finish from the time the first horse 
breaks the infra red ray across the track, until 
the entire field has passed, thus establishing po- 
sition of all horses in the race. A switch operated 
from the judges stand lights a sign, “awaiting 
pictures,” on the totalizator board. Pictures 
reach the judges two minutes and 20 seconds 
after the horses pass. 

It was also announced that Tom Thorp, of- 
ficial and Turf writer, had been appointed to 
serve as presiding steward at the Pawtucket 
track this summer. Thorp, twice president of the 
New York Turf Writers’ Association, has served 
as an official for basketball and football games, 
as well as a track official at Tropical Park, 
Kings Park, the Westchester Hunts meets, and 
other places. He was an All-American football 
player at Columbia University, played profession- 
al football for several years, coached at New 
York University. He is at present Turf editor 
of the New York Evening Journal.

KENTUCKY 

CHURCHILL DOWNS 

ORSEMEN throughout Kentucky, as well as 

those from other states, have been converging 
on Louisville’s two tracks during recent weeks. 
Valdina Farm Stable, under care of J. J. Flani- 
gan, has asked for 20 stalls immediately after 
the current Houston meeting. Ben Jones, with 
24 horses owned by T. C. Worden, which are now 
on the Pacific Coast, has asked for reservations, 
and is expected in this week.

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SIRES OF STEEPLECHASERS 


ESPITE the efforts of those interested in 

steeplechasing, that branch of the sport 
slipped back during 1935, continuing a decline 
which has been going on for some years. In 1934 
the jumping races showed a slight increase over 
the previous year’s figures, but not by any means 
as large as the increase shown in flat racing. In 
1935 the number of steeplechase events was 132, 
as compared with 151 in 1934. Purse distribu- 
tion also fell, from $133,295 in 1934 to $120,575 
last year. The only increase shown was in the 
average purse value, which was $913.45 in 1935, 
as against $882.74 the previous year. In 1934, 
slightly more than 1 per cent of the total number 
of races were steeplechases. Last year, with a 
total of 15,849 races, the jumping events 
amounted only to slightly more than .8 per cent. 
The following tabulation shows the totals for 
steeplechase races during the first years covered 
by statistics of THE BLOOD-HORSE:

ARKANSAS 


OAKLAWN PARK 

OW near the middle of a 30-day meeting, 

Oaklawn Park drew, on March 7, one of the 
largest crowds of the meeting. Conditions were 
ideal, and a reasonably good program was of- 
fered, with the result that pari-mutuel facilities 
of the track were taxed, and it was expected 
that wagering would pass any previous totals of 
the meeting, if not any totals since the machines 
were installed at the Hot Springs track. 


Two non-claiming events appeared on the 
eight-race Saturday card. A purse race brought 
out seven 3-year-olds, most of them candidates 
for the $5,000 added Arkansas Derby. The win- 
ner was R. T. Watts’ My Auntie (117), a daugh- 
ter of Busy American. My Auntie, an odds-on 
choice, won by two lengths from an indifferent 
field, none of which showed much threat for the 
3-year-old stakes. A favorite was also successful 
in the feature, an $800 overnight handicap. This 
was F. A. Griffith’s Sarada, 6-year-old *Sir Gal- 
lahad III mare, which won by slightly more than 
a length from F. Abbate’s Prince Torch. 


The Arkansas Derby, to be run March 21, is 
attracting considerable interest. Among the 
leading candidates are T. C. Worden’s Mansco, 
Mrs. Edward Haughton’s Black Highbrow, and 
R. Robertson's Bright and Early. A total of 52 
entries were made for the event. 


FOLLOWING THE HORSES 


Five persons arrested for touting at Hot 
Springs, Arkansas, were put to work sweeping 
Central Avenue, chief street of Hot Springs, 
with a ball and chain added to their indignity. 
Mayor McLaughlin said: “It is a ball and chain 
and 30 days hard work on the streets for touts 
and pickpockets.”

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BLOODSTOCK BREEDERS’ REVIEW 


HE 1935 edition of the Bloodstock Breeders’ 

Review, one of the most eagerly awaited an- 
nuals connected with racing, came to hand re- 
cently. As the most complete resume of racing 
the world over, the review is widely used by 
sportsmen in many countries, and as it:is pub- 
lished in London and necessarily emphasizes 
English racing and breeding beyond those of all 
other countries, it thus becomes an important 
agency in bringing the merit of English horses 
to the attention of potential buyers everywhere. 
Nevertheless it devotes 21 pages to “Stud and 
Turf in U. S. A.” and four pages to racing in 
Canada. The United States section, written by 
Neil Newman, is well done, presenting a fair 
picture of the year’s developments (though the 
line beneath the picture of Marshall Field lead- 
ing in the Futurity winner Tintagel refers to 
Jockey S. Coucci as Jockey R. Workman). The 
Review also devotes three pages to that part of 
William Woodward’s Thoroughbred Club dinner 
speech which asked recognition of the American 
Stud Book. How near that recognition is may 
be estimated from the following peaceful con- 
clusion of the Review: 

The British Thoroughbred enjoys the reputation it 
has throughout the world today mainly, if not solely, 
because of the records kept in the Stud Book from 
generation to generation. One may sympathize with 
the anxiety of American breeders to have their blood- 
stock eligible tor registration in its pages, but it is 
important to keep the purity of the breed untainted. 


The book contains the usual review of the rac- 
ing season, painstakingly and_ entertainingly 
written by Edward Moorhouse, the review of 
sales, the statistics and pedigrees, and other fa- 
miliar features. Its bloodstock sales department 
is subheaded: ‘‘Deadening Influence of the Abys- 
sinian War.” The First and Second July Sales 
at Newmarket saw 206 yearlings being sold for 
103,429 guineas, average 502 guineas, a big in- 
crease over the previous year’s average of 35914 
guineas for 166 lots. But by the time of the Don- 
caster sales in September (comparable to Ameri- 
ca’s Saratoga sales), the “reaction due to Italy’s 
intransigence” had set in. The 364 yearlings (192 
colts, 166 fillies, six geldings) brought 273,620 
guineas, average 75114 guineas, as compared 
with a total of 298,280 and an average 86914 
guineas in 1934. On this matter it does not ap- 
pear that British breeders are in need of a great 
amount of sympathy, as the 1934 average of 
86915 guineas was an enormous increase over 
the 1933 average of 58014 guineas, and the 1935 
sales simply dropped back to a point which would 
have marked a normal increase on the basis of 
the trend before 1934. However, at Newmarket 
in October there was a genuine decrease shown 
in yearling prices, from an average of 31814 
guineas in 1934 to 21914 in 1935. 

Taking into account all yearling sales at auc- 
tion at Newmarket and Doncaster throughout the 
year, there were 723 iots sold for 412,694 guineas, 
average 57014 guineas, as against a total of 409,- 
741, average 60114 guineas, on 681 lots sold in 
1934. When it is considered that yearling prices 
in America last year gained 43.5 per cent over 
the 1934 total, it will be seen that the English 
figures for 1935 represent quite a slump. There 
is small likelihood that breeders over there will 
expect a return of the upward trend this year 
unless the war threat unexpectedly disappears.
